I The work of drafting the maps 
was rione bv A. M Krahl who sub- 
mitted several maps for the consld 
eratlon of the committee and for al- 
leratlons for arcuracy and detail.

I upon a large map which would show 
the lake region In detail and a small- 
. er map, to »)e printed on the back of 
the other, which would show the 
j lake region in relation to Chicago, 
Waukegan. Kenosha and other Illi- 
nois cities and mark out the main 
routes therefrom. 

After completion of the maps by 
Mr. Krahl they were put in the 
hHiids of the Catalogue Engraving 
company of Chicago, who made the 
plates from which the maps are lo 
be printed The engraving company 
were enthusiaBtlc In their praise of 
the map drawings, pronouncing 
them to he as artistic as any that 
had lieen submitted to them. 
Maps to be Obtained From A. B. C, 
The niapN have been printed by 
The Antioch News and a supply of 
the finished maps ts now In tlic 
hands of the Antioch nuslnens club. 
Representatives of the organization 
will call on the business men, resort 
owners and all of those interested in 
the distribution of the maps. Copy- 
right for the plates Is the possession 
of the Antloch tiu'slness Club and 
I map or use of the plates can be se- 
cured only through them.

n. E. Thompson, for twelve years 
supervisor from ZIon f'lty, was elect- 
ed chairman of the boarrJ of super- 
visors at their reorganization meet- 
ing laat Thursday. 

Supervisor H C W. Meyer of 
Muudeleln, ranking member of the 
board Iwlh in age and point of ser- 
vice, was named as temporary chair- 
man. The first vole tak(.'n showed 
thlrtyone votes for Thompson and 
one each for Frank Stanton of Ingle- 
slde and Ira W. Holdridge of WauJw- 
<an. As neither of the two last nam- 
ed were candidates, the choice was 
virtually a unanimous one and the 
board confirmed it with an afflrma- 
tlve Tote on the motion made by re- 
tiring chairman Roy Paddock 

Supervisor Thompson expressed 
his appreciation to the board for 
the honor bestowed upon him and 
bespoke their cooperation through- 
out his term. He expressed bis 
confidence in Lake County and bis 
belief that it Is, and will continue to 
be, one of the foremost counties of 
the state. He aUted that he should 
continue In the future, aa he had In 
the past, to support a hard roads 
progrom. 

Finance Situation Discusied 
Speaking of last years finance 
committee. Thompson said that he 
hoped the committees he appointi 
will follow the program of the pres- 
ent finance committee so far as ex- 
penditures are concerned, and that 
the l>oard will follow Implicitly the 
recommendations thus made.

Tbi.i has not 
been considered possible by court 
house officers. Tlie jiie.seut request 
was referred by the board to the 
finance committee, 

Collection of Back Taxes Favored 

Judge Martin Z. Decker made an 
appeal for revisions In the zoning 
ordinance to fit the lake regions 
better. Robert Klngery, of the Re- 
glonal Planning Board of which the 
county is a member, spoke in behalf 
of that organization He argued 
that provisions should be retained in 
the code for Ion foot right <>t way 
along principal roadways and that | 
there should be no private roads in 
subdivisions but property owners | 
should own to the center of the road. 

No deflnlte action was taken on 
this and other questions coming be- 
fore the board for the reason that 
there were no committees as yet 
organized lo make recommenda- 
tions. 

The board adjourned late Thura- 
day to meet again Friday. April 29, 
at which time Chairman Thompson 
will preaent bis committee selec- 
tions foY approval. 



Work to be Done at Onee 

The work of jiaving will btj begun 
at once and rushed lo completloo tt 
as early a moment as possible. It 
was felt by the members of the 
board that time was an element of 
great Importance. Mr. Barron stat- 
eil that their firm would begin the 
work immediately and would guar- 
antee to have the entire Job com- 
pleted ready for travel by the first 
of July "This is making allowance 
for adverse weather conditions," he 
said, "with even moderately favor- 
able conditions w» will be done long 
Ijcfrsre that time" It was estimated 
that the actual work of paving each 
; sireet would take two weeks with 
I preparatory work on grading, sew- 
I ers. etc., taking Hiightly less. After 
the completion of the pavement a 
period of approximately twenty-one 
days must elapse licfore the road 
can be opened to travel. Work will 
be rushed on Lake street especially. 
Due to the fact that a Public 
Benefit of 19660 is to be turned over 
to the village by the slate toward 
the expense of paving l^ake street. 
bids were odvertiaed for and receiv- 
ed on the two parcels separately. 
As neither Darrow and Harron nor 
their nearest competitors, the Frank 
W. Feuiz Co., were the Idw bidders 
on both contracts and neither was 
desirous of undertaking one contract 
without the other, iioth contractors 
revised iheir bids to agree with the 
minimum price offered. Both firms 
received favorable comment from 
memiters of tht* board fnr their atti- 
tude lowaid one another, their com- 
))ptltor8. and the board during the 
entire transaction.

He showed the pupils several 
sjieclmens of (he "loiumou barberry 
bush' which harlwrs and spreads 
(be black stem rust of wheat, rye, 
oats und barley and explained how 
lber» may be some of the bushes 
growing In this vhluKy. Untern 
slide idctures were used (o show 
places lo which bushes have been 
found and lo illustrate (he (alk. The 
pupils were urged to report the lo- 
cations of OH) i,f these bushes that 
they may liud. 

Thli species of bush has been 
brought hero from Eumtie and used 
as urnnmcntiil shrubbery since the 
(line tbe llrs( colonists came to 
America. Because of tbe hardtoeis 
of tbii sud the red berries which 
bang on (he bush through the win- 
ter It has been prited us an orna- 
ment. European countries have been 
destroying their bushes for years 
since they noticed (hat their grain 
crops were badly rusted wbenerer 
any of these bushes were growing to 
th vicinity. England and Denmark 
have this disease controlled since 
tbey have finished destroying all ol 
their common barberry bushes. 

The United Slates was slower In 
beginning (his work. It was not un 
til 1919 that the campaign to rid the 
grain belt of this pest was begun. 
At that lime, nurserymen were 
notlfled to destroy any stock that 
they bad on hand and have not sold 
any since. The Department of Ag- 
riculture has been engaged In a 
systematic Inspeitfon of all proper 
ties to find and destroy those thai 
were planted beforehand, in most 
of the northern counties of Illinois 
hundreds of cases have been found 
where more bushes are now growing 
I wild where birds hove scattered the 
bi iries thai thev picked off from the 
hushes growing in peoples yorde. I 
They are being found now along 
ereeks, river«. in woiHltand and 
tttoQg fencei. 

The barberry resembles a wild 
go<.seberry bush. It has thorns 
along the branches, usually three 
jirongs at a jilure, and the roots and 
iutit-r bark are a bright yellow Any 
one knowing where barberry bushes 
are growing should report (ho loca- 
tion (o the high sthool. If you are 
not sure whether or not tbe bush 
fljiii you find Is a barberry taKe a 
j I wig of the bush to the school, 
Th.-y ran communhate with (he of 
Qcluls who will take care of (he 
bushes. Several have be.-n found 
this week and riiiMirted
